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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicants* election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 and 19-21, drawn to the 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:9, in the reply filed on November 30, 2007 is acknowledged. These 
claims will be examined to the extent that they read on the elected polypeptide and are 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to non- 
elected inventions to the extent that they read on different polypeptides, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. As noted in Applicants' supplemental reply filed on 
December 26, 2007, because SEQ ID NO:9 is a fragment of SEQ ID NO:7, claim 1 1 to the 
extent that it reads on SEQ ID NO:7 will also be examined in this application. Claim 1 1 to the 
extent that it does not read on SEQ ID NO:7 is withdrawn as being drawn to non-elected 
inventions. Non-elected inventions will not be considered for rejoinder in this application. 

Applicants' response to the restriction requirement was to add a large number of claims 
that are drawn to a number of different compositions. Upon consideration of the amended 
claims, it has been determined that further restriction is required so that one composition may 
be searched. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows. 

a) Applicants must elect one type of molecule that is O-linked to SEQ ID NO:9: (3-(1-3)- 
Gal-GalNac or keratin or chondroitin (see claims 19, 36 and 37). This election will be applied to 
claim 47. 
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b) Applicants must elect one type of drug formulation: an injection or a capsule or a 
matrix (e.g., a slow-release formulation) (see claims 38-40). This election will be applied to 
claims 50-52. 

c) Applicants must elect one second drug that is present in the composition: a local 
anaesthetic or a cytokine or a lymphokine or a thromolytic (sic) factor or an anti-thrombolytic 
factor or an anti-inflammatory agent (see claims 41-46). This election will be applied to claims 
53-58. 

Applicants are required, in reply to this action, to elect a. single species in a), b) and c) 
above to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon^the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons. In part a) above, each derivative has a different 
molecule as a substituent, one disaccharide, one protein and one polysaccharide. Each of 
these substituents has different biological and chemical properties, a different structure, a 
different function and a different effect. In part b) above, each drug formulation has a different 
structure, different pharmacological properties, a different function and a different effect. In part 
c) above, each drug combination contains a different pair of drugs. Each second drug has a 
different structure, different pharmacological properties, a different function and a different effect 
and is used to treat a different group of diseases. Because the claimed species are not art- 
recognized equivalents, a holding of lack of unity of invention is proper. 



Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
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include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicants are reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
